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A material for producing membrane roofing/ sheets, 
comprising a textile backing (T) covered, on one 
of its sides, with a top layer (4) /intimately 
bonded to the latter and consisting of /a synthetic 
resin, said top layer (4) being/ based on 
thermoplastic resins, chosen from th(e polyolefin 
family, which can be made in / sheet form, 
characterized in that : 

- Said top layer (4) is bas^d on ethylene 
polymers or copolymers, it/ being combined 
with the textile backing (Tn calendering, 
this backing being embedded yovfer part of its 
thickness within the resir^layer (4) ; 

- it comprises a unic /7 layer of bitumen 
composition located dfrf the side of the 
support backing oppos/t£ to said top layer.
